THE  PROBLEM 

Grave  issues  are  faced  by  those 
responsible  for  guiding  Canada’s 
rapid  urbanization,  and  they  should 
have  the  best  possible  facilities 
for  finding  pertinent  facts.  The 
study  of  urban  questions  is  speeding 
up,  and  the  new  documents  coming 
out  of  Canadian  experience  in 
community  building  now  run  to 
thousands  per  year.
